Mack.  Latasha  was 
the  second  of  two 
children.  Latasha 
worked  part  time  at 
Wal-Mart  as  a  cashier 
and  attended  Manual 
High  School.  She  was 
a  senior  this  year.

Manual  she  received 
many  awards  includ-
